Despite some “signs of crises 
and despair,” the number of 
sheep creased by 10 per 
cent during the year and the 
country’s sheep population 
now stands at about 110,000. 
The ewes supplied about six 
million litres of milk, from 
which 750 tons of cheese 
were produced. The breeders 
noted with evident satisfac-' 
tion that, thanks to the small- | 


| er quantities of cheap, import-/ 


ed American surplus cheese/| 
that were available during 
the year, they received good! 
prices for their own cheese.| 
About 75 per cent of the milk 
was marketed through Tnuva. 


Some 12,000 sheep, weigh- 
ing-in at 200 tons of mutton, 
were sold in 1956-7 through 
Tnuva and fetched just over 
IL2 per kg. The sheep also 
contribut 81 tons of wool 
to the national loom through 
Hamashbir Hamerkazi. This 
quantity was relatively smal! 
as a result of bad weather 
during the shearing season.
